I  \J  The  drcular  then  proceeded  to  out- 

Une  the  various  steps  to  be  taken  to 
have  delegates  assemble,  and  gave  sug- 
lested  outlines  of  a  constitution.  These 
steps  and  outlines  were  used  as  a  guide 
m  the  proceedings  that  led  to  the 
formation  of  an  association  and  the 
adoption  of  a  constitution,  as  set  out 
m  the  TOCceediiig  pages.  Only  residents 
of  the  district,  picsent  as  either  delegates 
or  alternates,  were  entitled  to  take  part 
m  the  discussions,  and  not  more  than 
*e  required  number  of  delegates  from 
Jch  Constituency  could  vote..  The 
delegates  and  altentales  were  admitted 
;^  by  certificate  or  tickeU.    This  plan  bai 


been  followed  in  the  formation  of  other 
distjict  assodations  as  well  as  the  po- 
licy of  inviting  persons,  resident  wirfiin 
the  district  and  no  others,  to  be  present 
as    observors.      These    gatherings    are 
held  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  an 
association,  and  other  matters  taken  up 
are  but  incidental.     At  each  district 
gathering.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  is  in- 
vited to  speak,  and  if  he  is  unable  to 
attend,  the  preliminary  committee  invite 
some  one  else.    J.  A.   Robb,   M.P. 
Valleyfield.    Oue..    the   chief    Liberal 
Whip  in  the  House  of  Commons,  it 
invited,  because  of  his  position  he  is 
oraclically  considered  an  ez-olTicio  de- 
Iwate.  And  Alexander  Smith,  Ottawa, 
although,  a  resident  of  Eastern  Ontario, 
because  he  outlined  the  plans  for  the 
formation  of  these  dif-rict  associations, 
has  received  invitations  to  be  present 
at  fhe  formation  of  other  associationt. 
THE  PBOOEEDIKOB 
In  response  to  the  foregoing  outlines. 
Liberal  delegates  assembled  in  Ottawa, 
on    Tuesday,    January     Nth     1919. 
Alexander  Smith.  Ottawa,   convening 
chairman,   in  calling  the  gathering  to 
order  stated  that  in  the  past  six  Federal 
general  elections   1896.    1900    1904 
1908,    1911    and   1917  the  Liberali 
earned  an  average  of  30  seaU  in  On- 
tario, although  on  the  last  two  of  these 
elections  the  average  was  but  eleven. 
So  long  as  the  Liberals  met  to  consult 
and  advise  with  one  another  and  acrive- 
ly  present  a  programme,  they  were,  he 
uid,  able  to  make  a  good  showii^  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario.     The  pro-

Now    the    Unionist    newspapers  —  of

It   is   that    we   still   believe   In   British 
institutions,  and  in  the  British  system 
of    responsible    Government.      In    this 
system   of   Government   there   are   two 
ilominant      features.        The-    Srst      is 
that     Government     is     confided     to     a 
Committee    of    Parliament    eaUed    the 
Cabinet,  whose  first  duty  i.  to  advise 
the    Crown.     Confronting   the    Govern- 
ment in  Parliament  sits  the  minority 
constituting  His  Majesty's  loyal  Oppo- 
sition,  upon   whom   res*t   the  duty   of 
supervising  the  actions  of  the  adTiseri 
of  the  Crown.    Let  it  be  well  onder- 
atood  that  we  Liberals  do  not  profess 
the  doctrine  that  an  Opposition  is  thsre 
Mways   to   oppose.       The  Opposition's 
duty  is  to  supervise;  to  «rt)rove  when 
approval  is  needed,  and  to  disapprove 
and  criticise  when  dissapprovel  is  cal- 
led for-to  do  by  the  Government  aa

Opposition    in    any    part    of    the    b«l- 


Uf«»t  eountrin  nrhieh  bu  diKliu(>d 
th«t  duty  with  gratttr  fidelity  than  tha 
Oppoiition  in  any  othar  part,  I  claim 
the  credit  ii  due  to  the  Canadian  Oppo- 
■ition  ia  the  Canadian  Parliament.    We 
have  given  a  loyal  lupport  to  the  Oo- 
vernment    in    all    their    war    meaiurea 
except  one,  and  upon  that  meaeure,  we 
decided  to  give  a  free  hand  to  every- 
*ody— not  to  make  it  a  party  queetton, 
kut   to   allow  everybody   to  follow   hii 
own  inclination  u  hie  coniciencc  told 
him  what  hig  duty  wa«.     We  are  alio 
teW   by  the  Unioniit  preu— impliedly 
if   not   formally,    and   sometimei.  eves 
formally— that  since  we  have  a  Govern- 
ment compoaed  of  different  partief,  all 
oppoiition    ahould    ceage   for    the    time 
being.    Sir,   whatever   Qovernment   we 
may  have,  whether  it  be  a  Qovernment 
repreaenling  one  party  or  another  party, 
or  compoaed  of  different  partiee— it  if 
in  the  interest  of  the  country  that  even 
that  Government  ahould  always  have  a 
virile  and  fearlesa  oppoaition  to  affirm 
the  righu  of  the  people,  under  all  and 
every   circumitancea.       Thia  ia   at   all 
evenU  the  Liberal  policy  which  we  have 
to  propose  to  you  thij  evening  in  the 
light   that  I  spoke  of   thu  afternoon. 
We  question  na  man's  conscience,  and 
whatever  may  have  been  his  attitude 
in  the  past,  the  moment  he  accepts  the 
Liberal  doctrine,  that  is  enough  for  ua, 
we  do  not  want  any  other  declaration 
of  principle.    But,  Sir,  the  Government 
lias  gone  much  further.    If  the  Liberal- 
Unionist  press  wanted  to  have  no  oppo- 
aition \.hatever,  the  Union  Government 
went  a  step  further: 

THBT  WANTBD   TO   HAVE   KO 
PABpiAlEENT  AT  Ali. 

Of  course  they  could  not  diapens? 
with  Parliament— it  ia  there  in  the  law, 
provided  for  by  that  Constitution,  and 
it  cannot  be  done  away  with — }\«t  the 
Uovemment  acted  with  Parliament  very 
■•eh  as  the  Tycoon,  in  the  old  eouti- 


tt.tion  of  Japan,  acted  with  the  Mikado: 
The  Kikado  was  the  Soverelga;  he  wm 
the    source   of   all   authority,    but   tk* 
Tycoon,  while  leaving  him  all  the  pa- 
raphernalia, all  the  trappings  of  offiee, 
look  away  all  the  power.  This  ia  exactly 
like  the  way  which  the  present  Unlom 
Government   would    have   treated   Par- 
liament.  They  diacarded  the  laws,  they 
discarded    all    the    sanctions    provided 
by  long  agea  of  experience  for  the  pro- 
tection  of  the  people;   they  diacarded 
all  theae  neceaaary  formulas  which  are 
the  guarantees  of  liberty,  and  amended 
Statutes,  the  sole  right  of  Parliament 
Itself,  simply  by  Order-inCouncil.  They 
did  even  more:     They  went  so  far  m 
to   pass    Ordersin-Couneil    asking   and 
commanding  the  Military  authoritiot— 
it  13  a  fact  which  is  scarcely  believable 
but  which  I  can  bring  to  the  attention' 
of  the  Canadian  people  now  that  tha 
war  ig  over— to  disobey  and  diaregard 
the   ruling,   of   Courts   of   Law   where 
these  rnlinga  were  at  variance  with  tha 
tenets   of   their   own    Ordera-in-Council 
Sir,   could   anything   worse   have   been 
done  in  Bussia  or  autocratic  Oermanyt 
Could  the  Kaiser  himself  have  gone  any 
farther  than   to  make  a  command   u 
thatf    Well,  Sir,  such  is  the  case.    To- 
day, the  war  is  over,  and  the  time  has 
come,    when    the    Canadian    people    if 
they  are  true  to  the  tradition,  of  tha 
past  and  the  spirit  left  them  by  their 
ancestors,  will  see  to  it  that  there  shall 
be  a  restoration  of  Parliamentary  Go- 
vernment at  no  distant  date.

The  Irat  ia  the  treatBent  of  our  ra- 
tttrned  soldieri.  Let  me  aay  at  onee,  with 
regard  to  tha  treatment  of  oar  aoldiera, 
that  not  became  they  have  done  ao  much 
for  the  glory  of  Canada,  not  becanae 
they  have  bo  much  for  the  integrity  of 
tha   British   Empire,  not   becanae  they 
have  done  bo  much  toward  Baving  civ-

Thay 
gave  op  their  oecupationa;  they  riakat 
their  Uvea,  they  expoaed  themsalvea  t* 
all  the  dangers  of  war,  and  though  they 
are  still  abla  to  take  care  of  themaalvas, 
yet  the  State,  the  nation,  owes  a  duty 
to  them,  and  it  is  to  assist  them  to  go 
back   into   civil   life.

"The  Minister,  at  tho  request  of  tho 
Board,  may  reserve  Dominion  Lands 
for  th<i  purposes  of  this  Act."  Ihat 
Act  was  passed  in  1917.  In  1918,  thirf 
was  another  Act  passed,  "An  Act  en- 
titled Soldiers  Civil  Re-establishment", 
which  provi'ies  that  there  shall  be  a 
It'-ister,  a  Parliamentary  Secretary,  m 
Deputy  Minister,  and  officers  and  clerks 
galore.  And  yet.  having  two  Acts  upon 
the  Statute  Book,  bo  far  la  legislation 
goes,  as  Mr.  Calder  says,  nothmg  was 
done.  Do  you  know  why  nothing  was 
done*  I  defy  nny  of  von  to  t«ll  m^ 
why  nothing  was  done  under  this  Act. 


The  Art  in  qvestion  waa  aot 
this  year  but  laat  year,  before  tha  atoa- 
tions,  when  the  war  was  goinf  on,  aaA 
seemed  far  from  ita  eonelaaioa,  and  y«t 
waa  paased  in  haste.  Nothirg  was  dttaa, 
and  why  waa  nothis^  done  t  Can  yon  ia> 
agiae  why  no  lands  ware  appropriAtaA 
fi>r  the  soldiers  t  I  am  anre  if  yam 
werA  to  gueu  you  never  could  gneas 
the  true  reason.  The  tme  reason  waa 
this,  in  the  very  .words  of  Mr.  Oalder. 

"That  ia  the  only  Btatnory  provl* 
sion,"  says  Mr.Calder. 

"When  we  got  down  to  the  probleui, 
we  found  that  there  was  not  sufficient 
land  available." 

Herd  was  an  Act  Passed  by  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada  under  the  direction 
of  the  Government  of  Canada,  to  ap- 
propriate lands  for  the  soldiers,  and 
those  who  made  the  Act  had  not 
looked  to  see  whether  they  had  the  lands 
for  the  purpose  or  not;  and  they  could  not 
proceed  because  the>  had  no  lands.  Well, 
BIr,  if  that  excuse  came  from  anybody, 
I  would  not  expect  it  to  come  from 
the  Government.  If  anybody  was  to 
know  whether  there  were  sufTieieat 
Iftn.fM  for  the  purpose  or  not,  who  should 
have  that  infcrmation  but  the  Govern- 
ment themselvesf  There  was  a  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  there  was  a  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior,  and  this  year 
there  was  a  Minister  of  Immigratiom 
also,  because  we  now  have  a  member  of 
the  Government  enjoying  that  title.  In 
the  time  of  the  Liberal  Government  we 
had  a  great  deal  of  immigration  — 
200,000,  300,000  or  400,000  immigrants 
arriving  yeari/,  but  we  only  had  one 
Minister,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
to  look  after  that  movement.  During 
the  war,  we  have  had  no  immigratioB, 
but  we  have  a  Minister  of  Immigra- 
tion in  addition  to  the  .ufinister  of  the 
Interior.  That  is  an  oximple  of  the 
economy  so  mnnh  tntkpii  nMijiit  br  Mr- 
White,    and    yet   with    the    two   Minis- 


ion,  tht  Oovernnent  fooiid  out  ihtj 
k*d  BO  Itnda  to  (ivi  (o  th«  lolitlen. 
Wh/,  Sir,  dill  the/  not  Mcirtaln  that 
iMl  year  before  Ihey  brouglit  in  their 
meuuref  Why  did  they  not  find  it 
out  thenf  Sir,  there  it  «r  explanation 
tor  that.  The  Oovemnent  knew  laat 
year  just  a>  well  ae  they  do  to-day, 
that  they  had  not  enouKh  landa  to  ao- 
eommodate  all  the  loldieri  that  would 
apply  for  land  letllement.  They  knew 
it  then  joet  ai  well  ai  they  know  it 
now,  but  laat  year  there  waa  to  be  an 
election  in  a  few  montha,  and  what  a 
fine  card  it  waa  to  aay  to  >ue  aoldiers, 
"Oh,  thia  paternal  Government,  they 
have  provided  landa  for  you,"  The 
electiona  eairo  on,  the  aoldiera  -oted, 
and  then  they  are  told,  "Well,  there  ia 
no  land,  we  are  very  sorry."  But  that 
ia  not  all.    Mr.  Calder  goes  on: 

"We    haad    to    eonaider    the    matter 
anew."    And  how  did  he  consider  it  f 

"A  Conference  was  held  with  thu 
Provincial  Premiers,  and  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  doors  ahould  be  thrown 
open  and  aoldiera  aettled  on  purchased 
lands."  Well,  this  is  the  policy. 
Everythi.ng  has  yet  to  be  done  nojr 
that  the  soldiers  are  coming.  They 
have  been  coming  by  thousands  ana 
are  coming  at  the  rale  of  30,000  a 
mouth,  but  nothing  haa  been  done  a« 
yet.  And  this  is  the  Government  who 
call  themselves  the  fricnils  of  the  sol- 
diers and  that  above  everything  else. 
Sir,  if  that  is  the  method  in  which  the 
Government  has  been  doing  tkeir 
work,  up  to  the  present  time,  no  wonder 
there  is  a  iire.it  deal"  of  discontent 
amongst  tli  nen  wno  are  coming  from 
the  front  and  wh<  believe  that  Canada 
i"  not  diBchargi,ig  towards  them  the 
duty  which  Canada  owes  them,  nni'  if 
they  mahe  any  such  complaint,  I  think

meat — the   end   to  Government   by  Ot- 
dcr-in-Councit,    the   end    to   the   cenatfr- 
ship  of  the  press,  the  end  to  peraecutiMM 
and  persecutiona,  for   no  other  offaacc 
than  to  hold  opinions  which  were  not  la 
consonance   with   the  opinions  of  aaMa 
over-zealous  officers;  and  above  all,  qmA 
worse  than— bad  as  it  is — because  it  if 
bad    enough    to    have    Government    fcy 
Order  inCouniil   withnut   the  authority 
of  Parliament,  it  is  bad  enough  to  h>re 
the  press  censored  and   ,he  freedom  vf 
the   press   which    has   always   been   tk« 
pr'   e   of   British    people,   trampled   an- 
dorfoot,    and    the    freedom    of    thougkt 
interfered  with    in   a   brutal    manner — 
there  is  still  somethiiis  worse  than  tMt, 
and   what   we   must    insist  upon    is  tte 
i-i'peal  of  the  infamous  War-Time  Etae- 
tions    Act.     This    Act    ia    so    obnoxi.«a 
that   even    the    I'nioo   Government   tea 
found   it   must   go  by   the  Board.

Why  not  the 
A"t  which  wc  had  previously  T  wi^ 
not  the  Act  which  proviaeGl  ror  a  ■■•- 
vmcia'.  franchise,  such  as'  we  have  lad 
for  so  many  years,  rather  than  a  Hw 
irancliise  Act  put  upon  Statute  BoA( 
Well,  Sir,  thereby  hanga.  a  tale.    I^h 


aieaDs  if  wc  are  to  have  a  Dominion 
Franehiae  Act,  that  we  are  going  back 
to  the  ^Btem  of  revising  Barriitera, 
Hch  as  we  had  /ears  ago  under  the 
Vranchise  Act  of  1^5.  That  question 
waa  threshed  out  in  1865  when  we  had 
to  decide  between  the  Pro  ncial  Fran- 
tkise  and  the  Dominion  Frauchise.  Sir, 
wc  have  a  Dominion  ^-'arliament,  ana 
ia  every  province  a  Provincial  Parlia- 
■ent.  But  the  people  who  are  ropre- 
■euted  whether  in  Provincial  Legisla- 
tnrca  or  in  the  Dominion  Parliament,  arc 
act  different  people,  they  are  the  aame 
ven.  We  have,  a  division  of  legisla- 
tive powers.  In  the  Parliament  here, 
qsestioDS  of  a  National  or  Imperial 
character  are  settled,  whereas,  in  the 
Provincial  Legialature,  local  questions 
arjQ  decided,  but  the  people  who  exer- 
eiae  the  Franchise  arc  the  sqjne.  In 
1885  the  question  was  tnresned  out 
whether  there  should  be  a  Dominion 
Kancblie  Act  applicable  to  all  the 
people  for  Dominion  purposes  only  oi 
whether  wc  should  adopt  one  franchise 
oniy  for  alT  elections,  provincial  or  fe- 
doial,  Itet  me  remind  you  that  Confed- 
ezation  has  now  existed  for  51  years. 
Prom  1887,  the  year  of  Confederation 
to  1885,  w^  had  the  Provincial  Fran-  ' 
-  ^iae,  and  members  of  Parilament  were 
elected  upon  the  Franchne  of  each  pro- 
▼iuee.  In  the  latter  year,  the  Govern- 
ment of  Sir  John  A.  IfacDonald  adop- 
ted a  Dominion  Franchise  for  the  elec- 
tion of  Members  to  the  Dominion  Far- 
limment  alone.  This  Act  was  in  force 
rattil  18d9,when  we  reverted  to  the 
Provincial  VVanchise  which  bad  pre- 
vailed before  and  has  prevailed  from 
tkat  year  down  to  the  year  1917.  Now, 
when,  as  I  have  explained,  Sir  John  A. 
XaeDonald  introduced  hla  uill  for  a 
Dominion  Franchise  Act,  the  Liberal 
party  was  then  headed  by  that  great 
mmn,  £dward  Blake,  a  giant  in  intel- 
lect^ and  a  man  of  sterdy  honesty  and 


unflinching  uprightness.  He  was  the 
leader  for  t)ie  Liberals  in  that  fight  in 
which  Sir  John  A.  MacDonald's  Bill 
was  fought  until  carried  by  mere  brute 
force. 

But,  Sir,  Edward  Blake  laid  it 
down  that  the  only  principle  which 
ought  to  be  satisfactory  was  the  Pro- 
vincial Franchise.  Whyf  Because  lb 
is  the  most  Democratic  op  an  tne  tran- 
chises  that  could  be  proposed.  Ton 
men  of  Ontario  know  it  as  well  as  I 
do.  Your  electoral  lisfa  are  prepared 
now  and  always  have  been  by  your 
Municipal  Councils.  In  the  country 
everybody  knows  there  ia  no  troubl*^  ai 
all;  the  work  is  done  systematically, 
easily  and  inexpensively.  On  the  other 
hand,  you  know  that  the  franchise  Act 
from  1885  to  1899  never  ptw  aatisfae- 
tion.  The  preparation  of  the  voters 
lists  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  crea- 
tures of  the  Government,  just  as  the 
voters  Hats  in  the  Fall  of  1917  were 
put  in  the  hands  of  creatures  of  the 
Government.  It  is  now  proposed  that 
we  should  return  to  that  franchise. 
Sir,  for  my  part,  I  say  that  it  is  sim- 
ply a"  abuse  of  legislative  power,  of  the 
power  of  the  Dominion  Parliament,  to 
impose  upon  us  a  franchise  which  hai 
given  no  satisfaction  when  tried,  and 
deprive  us  of  a  franchise  which  has 
givsn  every  possible  satisfaction.  Well, 
if  we  are  to  believe  what  we  read  to- 
day in  the  Unionist  press,  the  UnioB 
Government  has  prepared,  or  are  pre- 
paring such  an  Act,  and  here  allow  me 
to  make  a  confession.  I  would  not  go 
into  the  Union  Government  when  the 
offer  was  made  to  me,  but  then  loiae 
friends  of  mine  did  go,  and  I  have  al- 
waya  obaerved  that  If  you  mix  tw* 
elements  together,  the  mixture  is  in- 
variably at  the  expense  of  the  better 
element.  I  am  afraid  this  ia  the  eaio 
with  the  present  Government.

<^,  there  was  another  feature  ol  our 
p^^,  aether  attempt  that  we  made 
it  f»e«  Trade — this  time  not  with  Great 
Hritain,  hat  with  our  neighbours,  the 
jLmesiAan  people.  Tou  remember  woll 
:ba4  in  Ifce  olden  times  of  Sir  John  A. 
SCMdoaald  and  Sir  Charles  Tnpper,  one 
r«f  tfca  eardinal  principles  of  the  Conser- 


vative party  was  to  have  reciprooity 
with  the  United  States,  and  the  former 
when  he  introduced  the  National  poli- 
cy in  1878  declared  that  sinee  we  eould 
not  obtain  from  our  neighbours  reci- 
procity in  trade,  we  would  have  reci- 
procity in  tariff,  in  the  hope  of  at 
last  bringing  in  reciprocity  in  trad*?. 
Wbon  we  came  into  office,  we  went  to 
Washington  and,  made  another  offer  ; 
but  I  am  sorry  to  say  our  oifer  was 
not  accepted.  In  1910,  the  Govern- 
ment of  President  Taft  came  to  us 
with  an  offer  of  reciprocity.  Of  course 
we  accepted  the  o  'it,  and  let  m« 
■ay  here  that  if  ever  there  was  a  po- 
licy which  would  have  been  benefi- 
cial to  the  Canadian  people,  it  was  the 
agreement  which  was  made  between 
Ml  Fielding  and  the  Government  of 
Mr.  Taft.  However,  that  policy  was 
ilefcBted.  It  was  met  with  the  cry  of 
"No  truck  or  trade  with  the  Yankees,*' 
which  was  stupidity  itself.  And  I  am 
sorry  to  say  ,they  cr.Tried  the  country 
with  it.  But,  Sir,  revenge  Is  sweet  nt 
all  times,  sweet  evtn  to  me  who  pr>- 
fesae  to  be  a  good  Christian.  Revenge- 
is  sweet,  and  do  you  know  why  f 
My  revenge  is  in  the  attitude  of  tho 
C  <  .ocrvative  Party  who  have  pro- 
claimed no  truck  or  trade  with  the 
Yankees,  and  yet  had  to  go  to 
Washington,  reluctantly,  I  admit,  very 
reluctantly,  but  under  the  threat  of 
the  western  farmers,  who  were  asking 
for  free  wheat  with  the  Americans,  they 
had  to  go — the  consequence  is  that  today 
we  have  free  wheat.  But  that  is  not 
all.  They  had  to  make  another  advanea 
to  the  Americans,  not  for  the  farm- 
ers of  the  West  this  time,  but  for 
the  farmers  of  the  East.  The  growers 
of  potatoes  in  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  in  New  Brunswick  made  demands, 
and  so  those  in  power  had  to  adopt 
Che  American  offer  of  free  potatoes  ; 
and  so   to-day  the  potatoes  raised  by 


eastern  growers  are  free  in  the  Amer- 
ioau  market.  There  was  still  another 
step,  and  thia  one  was  taken,  not  hy 
adopting  the  Washington  legislation,  but 
timply  by  action  ut  Ottawa.  They 
gave  free  tractors  to  the  farmers  of 
the  West,  this  action  being  token  ly 
Order-inCouncil.  I  have  no  objeetiont 
to  8ueh  or  fie  rs-in -council,  I  would  al- 
most f  ve  then  thfi  others  if  they 
would         j  more  of  tbia  kind. 

Now,  what  do  theiij  liece-meal  ad- 
\anceH  in  reciprocity  ineanf  They 
are  simply  an  admission  that  thesu 
I.ftople  were  acting  stupidly — to  put  it 
no  stronger  than  that — when  they  re- 
fased  the  offer  made  by  the  Americans 
of  extended  free  trade  with  them.  If 
there  ever  was  anything  stupid  in  tha 
world,  surely  it  was  the  action  of  the 
Conservatives  in  1911  in  declaring  that 
we  Canadians,  numbering  less  thau 
eight  millions  of  people  should  refustt 
to  trade  with  the  wealthiest  nation  on 
earth  to-day,  the  American  people.  Do 
you  wonder  that  I  say,  revenge  is  sweet, 
when,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  the 
Minister  of  Finance  and  the  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  rise  in  their 
places  and  say:  Yes,  we  gave  free 
wheat  to  the  farmers,  wo  gave  free 
potatoes  to  the  farmers.  Of  course, 
they  have  the  satisfaction  of  having 
won  office  upon  the  stnpid  anti-recipro- 
city cry,  but  better  lose  ten  timei 
over  than  triumph  by  such  methods  as 
that.  For  we  know  that  if  there  is  o<6 
thing  which,  more  than  any  other  is 
conductive  to  good  relations  between 
nation  and  nation  ,  it  is  trade.  And, 
though  our  commercial  relations  with 
our  neighbours  have  not  been  as  free 
or  AS  friendly  as  I  would  like  to  have 
them,  and  though  we  lost  a  great  oppor- 
tunity in  1911 '  to  make  them  more 
fnendly  than,  they  were,  still,  thank 
heaven,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  for  over  a  hundred  years 


we  have  had  no  war  with  our  Amerieftn 
neighbours.  That  is  a  great  trinmpli/ 
We  have  had  uur  quarrelti,  many  9t 
them,  quar'-ols  about  the  navigation  of 
canals,  about  the  fisheries  of  the  At- 
lantic, nboiit  boundaries.

And  when  we  could  not  settle  by 
negociation  we  appointed  arbitrators, 
and  the  arbitrators  decided  between  a». 
I  will  not  say,  for  my  part,  that  I  wa» 
always  satisf  j  with  the  decision  given. 
Some  of  those  decisions,  I  think,  were  , 
wrong,  some  were  unjust  »o  us.  Seme- 
times  the  Americans  were  dissatisfied 
with  the  decision.  But  whether  we 
thought  the  decision  just  or  unjust, 
both  Canadians  and  Americans  yielded 
to  the  arbitrament.  And  was  it  net 
better,  a  thousand  times  better,  that 
we  should  settle  our  difficulties  b; 
judicial  arbitrament  rather  fnan  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword? 
If,  as  a  result  of  this  war,  we  cenld 
have  a  similar  condition  of  thin|;s  i& 
Europe,  if  differences  which  for  2,M0 
yeau  have  soaked  with  blood  the 
numberless  battlefields  of  Europe  conld 
be  settled  by  the  methods  adopted  for 
the  settlement  of  quarrels  betwieen 
our  neighbours  and  ourselves,  at  least 
we  should  have  the  consolation  of 
knowing  that  the  carnage  of  this  war 
and  thp  miseries  flowing  from  it  have 
led  to  fi  better  condition  of  things  for 
the  world.  We  cannot  tell  what  will 
take  place  in  the  great  Peace  Can£e> 
rence.  But,  at  all  events,  our  Piimt^ 
Minister,  Sir  Robert  Borden  Is  tkere. 
and  the  American  representatives  are 
there,  and  these  men  can  point  t«  the 
example  of  Canada  and  the  United. 
States,  divided  by  the  longHSt  a— p-

Tken,  Sir,  the  other  queitlon  to  which 
1  wish  to  ask  your  attention  ie  the  new 
eoBdition    which    ought    to    prevail    la 
the  indujtrial  world.    Wo  lire  in  an 
iaductrial  age.    Beading  the  hiatory  of 
the  last  .iity  or  eighty  yeari,  we  are 
aifflply    dumfoundod    at    the    adraneea 
which    have    been    maao    in    Indnatry. 
8i(eat  eetabliehments  reckon  their  em- 
ployeea  not  by  the  bunded,  but  By  the 
thousand    and    ten    thousand,'  and   the 
ootput  is  not  Umited   to  hundreda  or 
thoueands,    but    rnni    into    millione   of 
artiilps    every    day.     But    whUe    thia 
growth  has  proceeded,  conditions  have 
developed    which    are    very    unsatiafae- 
tory,  even  dangerous.  The  relation,  be- 
tween   labou-   and  capital   have   never 
been    or.    a   sound    basis,   and    the   two 
Uve  been  inimical  rather  than  frit  id- 
ty-    Labour    has    looked    upon    capital

It  is  the  duty  of  each  of  us  to  asaiat 
in  promoting  a  spirit  of  friendship  tt- 
tween  employees  and  employers  that  they 
may  consult  together  and  act  together, 
in.nead  of  the  apirit  of  enmity  which 
has  too  often  characleriied  them,  that 
all    may    unite    in    going    forward    to-

,«rd  that  greater  and  batter  day  which 
••  dawning  upon  Canada. 

That  is  the  policy.  How  is  it  tc  bo 
oarried  into  effect  ?  The  way  has  been 
pointed  out.  My  coileagne  when  in 
Government,  Hon.  Maekenzie  King,  who 
was  Minister  of  Labour— a  real  Minis- 
ter of  Labour  and  the  only  real  one 
we  h.id  for  years— has  indicated  the 
solution  of  this  problem.  The  plan  1> 
that  the  workers  should  be  represented 
■n  the  management  of  each  Industry, 
to  give  their  advice  on  all  question! 
which  concerned  thei-  part  of  the  job. 
If  we  bring  that  about,  we  shall  have 
made  a  great  step  toward  the  solu- 
tion of  the  whole  problem.  As  „  in- 
not  too  often  remind  ourselves. 

WE  ABE  ENTEEOfO  UPON 
A  NEW  EEA. 

We   trust   that    the   war   which   was 
lately  devasting  the  world  will  not  have 
to    be    fought    again.      But    it    is    not 
enough  that  we  have  defeated  the  au- 
tocratic  Government   of   Germany   and 
that    the    ruins    of    that    autocracy   lio 
in  the  dust;  it  is  not  enough  that  Aus- 
tria has  bf  ?n  defeated;  it  is  not  enough 
that  we  have  accomplished  that  which 
we  Lad  determined  to  accomplish,  that 
i«,   to   prevent    the    dismemberment    of 
Prance   and    to   restore    to   Prance   her 
lost   provinces;    it   is   not    enough   that 
England    is    maintained    in    the    proud 
position  which  she  held  before  the  war, 
«od  is  raised  to-day  to  an  even  prouder' 
poaition  than  ever  before  .,  tne  great 
champion  and  defender  of  freedom  and 
siviliiation;   it  i,  not  enough  oven  if 
we  realise  onr  great  hope  that  all  this 
shall  be  crowned  by  the  forming  of  a 
League  of  Nations  to  prevcn,  rae  re- 
currence of  war  and  to  stand  against 
•ny  farce  that  would  brlrg  „,  ,o  war 
•gain.  And  as  to  that,  let  me  say  that  if 
«)n<Ut.ons  are  not  ripe  for  such  a  league 
0*  nations   as  we   should   Itte  to  see 


yet  we  may  joyfully  beUeve  that  tliere 
is  to-day  the  beginning  of  a  league  aC 
nations  in  the  alliance  which  now  ciin» 
between    England,    France,    Italy,    tka 
United  States  and  Japan.    On  the  p«n 
of    these    nations,   at    least,    I   lioi)e,   . 
league    will    be    foriied    at    this    I'ena. 
Conference  under  which  it  shall  be  j,r^, 
vided  that,  so  far  as  they  are  coui-erriei, 
war  shall  not  be  permitted,  so  tliat  it 
one  country  wishes  to  raise  war  againet, 
another    the    league    will    interfere    ta 
maintain  peace;  and  also  thai  tne  ln(, 
gue  shall  establish  a  tribunal  to  decifc 
disputes  and  so  do  away  with  any  pre- 
test for  war.     But,  as  I  have  said  be- 
fore,  even   this  is  not  enough.     If  vw 
thuF    ,u,  jeed  in  establishing  better  »,. 
ternational   relations,  much   more   niun 
we  establish  peace  in  the  industrial  re- 
lations that  exist  among  ourselves. 

CAUSE   GREAT  AND  IDEAI.  HIOH. 

Sir,   you    have   passed   another    rei»-( 
lution.     I  referred  to  it  thli  afternooa, 
let    me    speak    of   it    once    more.     Yarn 
spoke    of    myself    and    expressed    your 
satisfaction  with  the  leadership  I  ha»« 
given    to    the    Liberal    Party.      I    am 
conscious     that     I     have     made     many 
mistakes.     I   know  also   that   occasion 
there  have  been  when  I  had  to  disap- 
point   some    of    my  'friensa.     Uut,    Sie 
if  another  had   been  in  my  place  wIm 
knew  this  country  as  I  know  it,  froa 
end  to  end,  and  in  all   its  componeot 
Clements — and  without  boasting  I  elate 
that  perhaj)s  I  know  it  better  than  any 
other  Canadian— then,  even  though  kc 
and  I  might  have  differed,  1  am  sob 
that  be  would  have  realieed  that,  aet!^ 
as  I  did,  my  aim  waa  to  win  the  w«»— 
and  that  was  my  aim— and  to  promate 
tho    highest    interests    of    Canada.    .At 
the  same  time  1  realise— and   wbetlar 
I  realised  it  or  not  it  etill  remains  t^ 
-that  it  is  still  the  privilege  of  ev^ 
Liberal  to  have  hia  own  opinion,  ttet 
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ia  enteriDg  &n  asMciation  sueli  as  joars 
h»  does  not  reiign  his  coaacieace  into 
the  bauds  of  anotbei*,  but  keeps  It,  to 
(iye  accouut  of  it  to  his  Maker  aad  to 
Him  alone.    I  have  had  tne  confidence 
of  tbo  Liberal  I'arty,  I  think,  as  much 
a*  any  leader  of  a  party  ever  had  in  this 
eoantry.     But  there  is  not  a  maa  in  the 
party  who  will  say  that  I  ever  tried  to 
influence    bis   eonscipnce.     Upon    every 
qoostion  that  arose,  I  always  told  those 
wha  did  me  the  honour  to  call  me  their 
leader  that  it  was  for  each  one  to  judge, 
and  if  his  judgment  should  be  contrary 
to  mine,  be  would  be  my  friend  still, 
jual  as  though  our  opinions  were  in  ac- 
cord.    That    IS    my   policy    stiV.     Some 
k»ve  differed  with  me  in  the  past,  in 
the    recent    past.     But    that    ditforenoe 
was    upon    a    transient    question,    ana 
one  that  will  not  arise  again,'  for  has 
not   Lloyd   George,  pledged   himself   to 
"no    conscription."     Then,    I    say,    let 
the  pnst  be  forgotten,  and  let  us  be  all 
Liberals   again,   aetuated   only   by  con- 
Xlieiice.     If   a    uian    comes    to    me   and 
lell»  nii':"I.  was  a  Unionist  at  the  lasi 
election",  I  will  toll  him,  --i  will  not 
tebjke   you   for   it;   you   have   rebuked 
.vourscif  already  sufficiently.     Give  me 
your  hand.     Wo  do  not  look  to  the  past, 
but  to  the  future;  only  in  that  direction 
ia  the  horizon  for  us  as  Liberals."    I 
was  placed  at  the  head  of  the  Liberal 
party    a    great    many    years    ago  — so 
niWy  that  I  had  better  hot  count  them. 
I   feel    every    day    that    I    am   getting 
riper   and   riper .  for  Heaven.    I  would 
gladly  resign  the  position  which  I  owe 
'o  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  the 
Liberals  of  Canada  and  leave  the  task 
to  younger  bands.     But,  so  long  as  Goa 
Jives  me  the   health   which  I  now  on- 
joy^though    I    cannot    sny    that    it    is 
M  good  as  it  was  at  one   time,  yet  I 
believe  has  left  in  mo  a  kick  which  I 
lias  n«e  on  occasion— I  will  remain  and 
io   my  share.     I   wilt  do   my   sliara  in 


any  position'  which  is  assigned  to  m* 
by  the  party,  whether  it  be  that  of 
geueral,  captain  or  privtt*  ia  the  nalu. 
Whatever  my  place  may  be  I  will  do 
my  duty  cheerfully,  happily.  Nothing 
would  be  of  greater  satisfaction  to  ma, 
now  that  I  have  began  to  real  the 
weight  of  years,  than,  as  I  have  tai^ 
to  leave  the  task  of  leadership  to  a 
younger  general.  That  .  '.isfaction 
may  be  given  me  or  it  may  not;  but 
my  duty  still  is  to  figbt,  and  fight  I 
will  as  long  as  God  gives  me  health. 
I  regret  that  I  am  not  some  twenty 
years  younger,  and  that  I  cannot  carry 
on  the  fight  with  the  same  vigour  an 
I  could  have  carried  it  on  twenty  yean 
ago. 

Still  our  cause  remains,  and  with  the 
horizon  broadening  day  by  day.  Our 
ideals  are  higher  and  higher  every  day. 
So  great  is  that  cause  and  so  high 
those  ideals  that  no  one  has  the  right 
to  falter,  but  everyone  must  do  hla 
bit  according  to  his  ability.  And, 
looking  to  the  future,  my  hope  is  that 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  -we 
shall  hear  again  in  the  heavens  the 
hopeful  message  brought  years  ago  by 
the  Angels:  "Glory  to  God  in  the 
highest,  and  -m  earth  peacey  good  will 
to  all  men."

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Mr.  PftrlUment  exproued  hi«  pleftfnra 
tt  btiiig  pieaent  u  a  delegita  at  tha 
formation  of  tbe  Eaaters  Ontario  Lib- 
iral  Asiociation  and  looked  forward 
to  the  Association  performing  aaefnl 
■erTiee.  He  then  p'oceeded  briefly  to 
outline  the  need  for  reforma  and  more 
ptogreaaive  legialation  in  Provincial 
aftaira  at  Toronto,  aapeciall^  in  the 
Batter  of  education.  The  government 
In  Qneena  Park,  Toronto,  wa<  a  govern- 
■eat  of  neglect  and  the  member  for 


Prince  Edward  Countj  prelieted  tkat 
while  it  wo  1  be  impoaaiblo  to  aroua 
the  Toronto  Oovemment  from  tt« 
alumben,  there  waa  all  the  more  ■» 
ceaaity  for  the  oppoaition  to  bo  alert 
and  progreaoive. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  repeated  !■ 
French  the  greater  portion  of  the  apooeh 
he  had  delivered  in  Engliah  and  aftor 
cheera  for  Sir  Wilfrid,  and  the  now 
aaaociation,  the  proeeodiaga  eh>aed  with 
cheera  for  Hij  Majeaty  Tko  King. 
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
